VICIOUS ATTACK 
ON FARMER, 70

A 70-year-old farmer needed surgery after being attacked 
and viciously beaten with his own walking stick outside 
his home, near Halesowen 

The attack happened at Lapal Farm, Illey Lane, this week and the 
farmer suffered such serious facial injuries, including a broken nose, 
that doctors feared that he would lose an eye. 

He also had to have an operation on Tuesday to set his arm, which was broken during 
the attack by a younger man. 

The intruder grabbed the man’s walking stick and struck him over the head several 

times with it, breaking his nose, giving 
him deep cuts and causing severe blood 
loss. 

His partner, who did not wish to be 
named, said he was recovering well in hos¬ 
pital. 

Detective Sergeant Leighton Shingles, 
of West Midlands Police CID, said: “The 
farmer’s injuries are so severe that at one 
point doctors feared he may lose an eye. 

Surgery 

“Fortunately, this is no longer the case 
but he still requires surgery for a broken 
arm and he also has a broken nose.” 

Forensic experts are looking at the site 
and are trawling the area for CCTV which 
may show an image of the attacker. 

Police are now appealing for informa¬ 
tion on the assault which took place at 
about 5am on Monday after the farmer 
saw a shadowy figure outside his home, 
opposite the Black Horse pub, and went to 
investigate. 

He was confronted by a man who orig¬ 
inally said he had stopped for a cigarette 
but, when questioned further, the man 
launched a brutal attack on the farm 
owner. 

The attacker is described as a stocky, 
white man aged in his early 40s. 

He was wearing a dark sleeveless 
bomber jacket over a check shirt and dark 
trousers. 

Det Sgt Shingles added: “We are appeal¬ 
ing to anyone who may have seen this man 
acting suspiciously in the area to contact 
us as soon as possible.”

A HOSPITAL volunteer who has helped 
raise more than £100,000 for a ward has 
retired following 13 years of service.

AN APPEAL launched af¬ 
ter a dog was found hanged 
outside a primary school 
has had a ‘good response’ 
with officers at the RSPCA 
working on several lines of 
enquiry.

RSPCA spokesman Andy 
Robbins said no-one had 
yet been arrested but they 
were working on a number 
of lines of enquiry. 

He said: “There is not 
much which can be said 
publicly as the investiga¬ 
tion is ongoing. We did have 
a number of calls from the 
public with information and 
we are grateful. There has 
been a good response.” 

The RSPCA is investi¬ 
gating with West Midlands 
Police. 

A passer-by found the 
animal tied to a railing 15ft 
above street level in Bishop 
Close, in the early hours of 
June 28. The dog, which was 
estimated to be between one 
and two-years-old, was not 
micro-chipped. 

1,000 apply 
for 30 jobs 

MORE than 1,000 people 
applied for just 30 jobs at a 
new store opening at Merry 
Hill.

Landmark church is forced to close down 



St Luke’s Church, High Street, Cradley Heath 


A CHURCH in Cradley Heath which has 
been part of the community since early Vic¬ 
torian times is to close due to costs. 

A repair bill of £750,000 is forcing the clo¬ 
sure of St Luke’s after almost 170 years of 
worship. The congregation of the church at 
High Street will move to St John’s Church 
in Dudley Wood after a final service on next 
month. 

The Rev Alicia Baker said work was 
needed to make the church ‘useable’ in¬ 
cluding replacing the roof. Church leaders 
decided they couldn’t afford the work. She 
said: “Because of the huge cost of repairs to 
the building, approximately £750,000, it’s 


time for the congregation to move on. The 
church council decided that the building 
was becoming in such a bad state of repair 
that it was going to become unusable. 

Bills 

“The congregation was diminishing in 
size and we weren’t managing to pay our 
bills. We had to pay at the time £12,000 to 
the diocese every year, and we weren’t man¬ 
aging to pay that. It’s sad for people that 
the church is closing but at least there will 
be a building on the High Street to be used 
by the community.” 


“Over recent years we have joined to¬ 
gether for worship and social events (at St 
John’s) as well as fundraising and commu¬ 
nity work, so the pain of leaving our beloved 
building will be lessened knowing that we 
have a welcoming place waiting for us. It 
also means that weddings, baptisms and 
funerals will now take place at St John’s.” 

An open day is held at St Luke’s on Sat¬ 
urday, September 20, from 10am to 4pm for 
anyone who would like to have a last look. 
Bishop of Dudley, the Right Rev Graham 
Usher, will lead the final act of worship at 
10.30am on October 19 and there will be a 
procession from St Luke’s to St John’s. 


'Baby' Jenny meets IVF 
pioneer at graduation

SHE was frozen for three months 
and then grew inside her mother 
for another nine and now Jenny 
Watkins says she was privileged 
to be among the first five babies 
born through a pioneering tech¬ 
nique of IVF. 

Her birth brought joy to parents 
Roy and Karen, who after borrowing 
money from friends and family for 
the £15,000 treatment, finally ended a 
struggle to have a child of their own. 

And now, 21 years after her birth, Jenny, 
of Newlands Road, Halesowen, met the pio¬ 
neering fertility scientist who helped make 
it possible, Lord Robert Winston, who was 
awarded with a honorary doctorate by Bir¬ 
mingham City University. 

After speaking to him ahead of a grad¬ 
uation ceremony for business and healthy 
faculty students, she also backed his calls to 
make IVF treatment more accessible across 
the country. 

Parenthood 

She said: “IVF is a really positive thing. 
It can bring so much happiness to couples 
who otherwise would not be able to enjoy 
parenthood.” 

Jenny’s parents had to save up and bor¬ 
row cash to pay for the expensive treat¬ 
ment. They had five cycles at the Midland 
Fertility Clinic in Aldridge before success. 

The former pupil at Leasowes High 
School in Halesowen, studied law at Bir¬ 
mingham City University, and was awarded 
first class honours this week. She works for 
the students’ union at the university. 

She said: “As a child growing up I didn’t 
understand what had happened, it was only 
when I got to 13 or 14 that I was able to get 
a grip of how I was born. I grew to look at 
it as a really positive thing, I thought about 
the work behind it, it is a bit of a miracle. 

“It’s people like Lord Winston who have 
made it all possible and I’m very appre¬ 
ciative of that, it’s great to meet him and 
shake his hand,” she said. 

She added: “I would totally support calls 
for easier access to IVF. It is also expensive, 
so any way the price could be brought down 
for parents, the better.” 


Lord Winston has long campaigned for 
greater access to IVF treatment for couples. 
But he said treatment was currently under¬ 
provided and private patients were paying 
too much. 

He said: “It is something which should be 
more widely available to people. There were 
47,000 people who received IVF treatment 
last year, but there are 400,000 infertile 
women in this country.” 

The Labour peer has also called for better 
training among doctors to recognise possi¬ 
ble alternatives. 

He added: “I can’t pretend it’s amazing 
meeting someone like Jenny because of the 
number of IVF babies I meet but its lovely 
to see people who have been born that way 
and how they have grown up.” 

During the graduation ceremony, Lord 
Winston urged the graduates to provide 


quality patient care in their new jobs. He 
said: “It is not the NHS which is your re¬ 
sponsibility, it is the patient in front of you. 

“It is important for all of you to recognise 
that you should try and listen to the patient 
in front of you, that is a vital part of the 
health service to them. 

Listen 

“I want you to remember that you are 
in front of someone who is deeply vulner¬ 
able, spiritually naked, full of anxiety and 
concerned about money for their family be¬ 
cause of hospital. 

“They are also concerned there maybe 
something wrong with them. You must lis¬ 
ten to them.” 

Lord Winston has presented numerous 
award-winning TV and radio series, includ¬ 
ing The Secret Life of Twins, Child of Our 


Time and the BAFTA award-winning The 
Human Body. 

He has also written over 20 books and has 
published more than 300 scientific articles. 

In the 1970s he developed techniques to 
improve fertility treatments and later pio¬ 
neered improvements in IVF. 

He said: “In accepting an honorary de¬ 
gree at Birmingham City University, I am 
greatly privileged. 

“This large university’s important com¬ 
mitment to education - not only for its own 
students in so many subjects, but for train¬ 
ing students who will improve education at 
all ages including early years - is very dear 
to my heart. “ 

He added: “Institutions like this make a 
massive difference to our society and to the 
welfare of the next generation.”

Chiefs call for stricter 
betting shop rules 


BETTING shops should be better regulated 
and forced to reduce stakes put down by 
gamblers on fixed odds betting machines, 
according to town hall bosses in Sandwell. 

Sandwell Council has written to the Government 
demanding urgent action against the machines, 
where players bet on average £17 on each spin and 
£55 over one session. 


Following a motion ap¬ 
proved in June, the council 
has asked Secretary of State 
for Culture, Media and 
Sport, Sajid Javid to pass a 
law reducing the maximum 
stake on machines to £2 a 
spin. Councillors also want 
powers to stop more bookies 
opening in the district. 

Council leader Darren 
Cooper said: “We don’t 
want to be a nanny state 
but people after a few beers 
can go into the betting shops 
and blow a week’s wages in 
minutes on one of these ma¬ 
chines. 

“The things are so easy to 
waste money away on. If we 
can at least restrict them to 
£2 a go, I believe people will 
find it easier to hold them¬ 
selves back.” 

He added: “We also have 
the problem where we 
don’t have the powers to 
restrict the number of bet¬ 
ting shops, which are often 
in high numbers in areas 
of poverty. They are target¬ 
ing poor people who dream 
about a big win.”

The biggest losses were

year. 

In a report with Sandwell 
Council’s motion, officers 
said more than 80 per cent 
of profits at betting shops 
came from machines. 

The report said: “This 
council believes that the in¬ 
crease in fixed odds betting 
terminals is causing signifi¬ 
cant problems.”

HUNDREDS of families 
came together to mark the 
opening of a new fire sta¬ 
tion, which aims to better 
serve the community in 
Halesowen and Cradley 
Heath. 

Crews moved into their 
new home at the state-of- 
the-art Haden Cross centre 
a month ago and on Satur¬ 
day they welcomed in the 
public for a look around the 
new facilities. 

As well as several fire pre¬ 
vention demonstrations, vis¬ 
itors to the station in Barrs 
Road enjoyed refreshments 
and a chance to look inside 
a fire engine. 

The opening of the site 
follows the closure of the 
former Cradley Heath fire 
station in Mace Street. It 
comes two years after the 
station in Hagley Road in 
Halesowen was shut down. 

Watch commander John 
Williams said: “After the 
initial period of facing a 
building site, we’ve now got 
everything fully in function 
to serve the public. It’s a 
modern station which is 
well located on a main road 
which we hope will mean we 
can improve our times to get 
to emergencies.” 


Congestion 
concerns 
over plans 
at college 

A SCHEME to build a mul¬ 
ti-million arts centre at a 
college faces objections from 
residents concerned about 
congested nearby roads. 

Halesowen College un¬ 
veiled proposals to create a 
£3 million performing arts 
centre at its Whittingham 
Road campus. 

It is the latest stage of a 
revamp at the site which is 
seeing £20m invested in re¬ 
placing outdated buildings. 

But some residents have 
concerns which have been 
lodged with Dudley Coun¬ 
cil’s planning department. 

Their concerns hinge on 
claims that roads are con¬ 
gested by traffic including 
students and staff parking 
while attending the college. 

A decision is due over the 
planning application in the 
coming weeks. 

If approved the building 
work could start by Novem¬ 
ber, ready for the building to 
open in spring 2015. 

Among those to object to 
the scheme is Woodridge 
Road resident Amy Parry 
who wrote: “It’s irrespon¬ 
sible to build more college 
buildings without adequate 
parking for student” 

Halesowen College bosses 
say the scheme would cut 
down the number of jour¬ 
neys made by students off 
site to use arts facilities else¬ 
where. Around 167 students 
currently take classes at 
Benjamin’s, a function hall, 
in the town centre.

Airport 
has had 
busiest 
month yet 

BIRMINGHAM Airport had 
the busiest month in its his¬ 
tory during August. 

The airport, currently 
celebrating its 75th anni¬ 
versary, saw more than a 
million passengers coming 
through the gates with most 
heading off on their summer 
holidays. 

The figure of 1,104,831 
smashed the previous 
monthly record, achieved 
back in August 2008, by 2.3 
per cent. 

It was the fifth consecu¬ 
tive record-breaking month 
for the airport, as April, 
May, June and July also saw 
previous monthly records 
smashed. 

Last month’s numbers 
were also an increase of 5.2 
per cent over August last 
year. 

It also saw a one per cent 
increase in long haul pas¬ 
senger traffic with flights 
operating to Beijing, Dubai, 
Delhi, Egypt, Islamabad, 
Jamaica, Mexico, New York 
and Toronto in August. 

Chief executive Paul 
Kehoe said: “Passengers are 
voting with their feet and 
more and more are choos¬ 
ing to fly from Birmingham. 
The demand is clearly there, 
but we want to make sure 
this trend continues. 

“We’ve invested signifi¬ 
cantly in recent years, in¬ 
cluding a newly extended 
runway, which allows de¬ 
parting aircraft to fly to 
more long haul destinations 
than ever before.” 


School meals—no such 
thing as a free lunch? 


THERE is no such thing as a free lunch, ac¬ 
cording to the old saying. 

And while youngsters up to the age of seven are now able 
to tuck into a school meal without their parents having to 
pay, as part of a drive to get kids eating healthier, it has 
come at a cost. 

The Government has provided £1 billion to meet the 
costs of providing meals across the UK available to all pu¬ 
pils without means testing 
over the next two years. 

A total of £150 million has 


been made available to im¬ 
prove schools’ kitchen and 
dining facilities, with an ad¬ 
ditional £22.5m specifically 
to help smaller schools. 

It is also hoped that the 
availability of free school 
meals will help reduce 
the obesity problem, with 
around 20 per cent of chil¬ 
dren currently classed as 
obese when they leave pri¬ 
mary school. 

Around 57,000 children 
in the West Midlands are 
benefitting from the change 
which came into force at the 
start of the new school term, 
with families saving on av¬ 
erage £400 per child across 
the school year. 

The Children’s Society 
says the policy will help 
those who need it most with 
around 9,000 youngsters 
from low income families 
in the region that may not 
have previously qualified for 
a meal now getting one. 

Sandwell youngsters will 
benefit the most, with 1,312

children from deprived 
backgrounds getting their 
daily meal, compared to 878 
in Walsall, 869 in Wolver¬ 
hampton and 622 in Dudley. 

But while there are few 
will argue with the princi¬ 
ple of ensuring children get 
a healthy, balanced lunch, 
there have been concerns 
about the strains being 
placed on the local authori¬ 
ties which have had to put 
the plans in practice. 

Councillor Tim Crumpton 
from Dudley added: “We re¬ 
ceived £855,308 from the 
Government for the free 
school meals programme. 
We are currently working 
out the best way of making 
sure we can provide a free 
school meals service using 
the money given to us. 

“We believe we are giv¬ 
ing the best service we can 
given the limited funding 
and reduced timescales we 
had to do this.”

Brewery to spring 
back for university

reveals ambitious plans for 
a campus and school at 
the derelict Springfield site 

THE derelict former M&B 
Springfield Brewery site in 
Wolverhampton is to be trans¬ 
formed into a university cam¬ 
pus and school under £60 mil¬ 
lion plans. 

The University of Wolverhampton 
has agreed to buy the fire-ravaged 
brewery to create a centre to edu¬ 
cate students wanting careers in the 
construction industry 

There are plans to redevelop the site 
to become the home of the new West 
Midlands University Technical Col¬ 
lege (UTC) for Construction, which the 
university is sponsoring along with the 
Construction Industry Training Board 
(CITB). 

Excellence 

And the university also plans to relo¬ 
cate its own School of Architecture and 
the Built Environment there. 

Vice-Chancellor of the University of 
Wolverhampton, Professor Geoff Layer, 
said: “This will provide a centre of ex¬ 
cellence with the most comprehensive 
construction education and training not 
only in the country but in Europe.” 

An agreement to buy the 12-acre site 
which has been vacant since 1991 when 
the Mitchells & Butler brewery closed, 
has been reached with the aim to finalise 
the deal in the next few months. 

It has not been revealed how much of 
the site, which dates back to 1873, will 
be preserved and which parts will be torn 
down. The brewery buildings were dam¬ 
aged by fires in 2004 and 2005. 

The site had long been set aside for 
housing and more than £2 million was 
spent bringing buildings back to their 


former glory so they could become 140 
flats. But the full plans never went 
ahead. The UTC will provide education 
for 14 to 19-year-olds with a special 
focus on construction skills. 

It will open in September 2015 on a 
temporary site before moving into new 
buildings at Springfield in September 
2016. 

The University’s School of Architec¬ 
ture and the Built Environment, which 
is based within the city centre campus, 
provides courses in construction man¬ 
agement, civil engineering, quantity 


surveying, architecture and environ¬ 
mental management. It has around 
1,000 students and is expected to grow 
by a third after the move. 

Professor Layer said: “We are de¬ 
lighted to be working with the CITB in 
bringing this project together. 

“This is hugely positive news for the 
construction industry and for Wolver¬ 
hampton and the Black Country. 

“The development will put the area 
on the map in terms of construction 
education and training and will mean 
that we can provide skills and educa¬ 


tion from the age of 14, right through to 
senior professionals wanting to improve 
their own development. It is also excit¬ 
ing for the City of Wolverhampton. 

“It was a key factor for us to have 
this centre here in the city to support 
economic development by regenerating 
a brownfield site and creating jobs and 
providing the right skills needed by in¬ 
dustry. 

“This area has a history of manufac¬ 
turing and once up and running the 
centre will provide future opportunities 
for people to continue adding to that 
heritage.” 

Tom MacDonald, principal designate 
of WMCUTC added: “Being able to build 
the WMCUTC on the Springfield Brew¬ 
ery site is great news. 

“A formerly derelict site will now be¬ 
come the home of a world beating, state 
of the art UTC offering unique oppor¬ 
tunities and high quality education for 
talented students from across the West 
Midlands. 

Transform 

“Uniquely the first group of students 
to join us in September 2015 will also get 
to work on the design and planning for 
the new build. 

“In the years to come, the West Mid¬ 
lands Construction UTC will transform 
not only the career prospects of its stu¬ 
dents but the economy of a once derelict 
area of the city.” 

Councillor Peter Bilson, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton City Council’s deputy leader, said it 
was an exciting proposal. 

“This will breathe new life into a va¬ 
cant site and bring more jobs and oppor¬ 
tunity to our city,” he said. 

“The construction sector has a major 
role to play in the overall regeneration 
and long-term prosperity of Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

“It is therefore important a skilled 
workforce is developed to take advan¬ 
tage of career opportunities that will 
arise over the next few years and this 
development can help us achieve that.”

MUCH has been written this 
week concerning the whys and 
wherefores of Dudley South MP 
Chris Kelly’s decision to stand 
down. 

He is going to finish the job he 
was elected to do, rather than 
seek to renew his term of office. 

But the big problem for the 
Conservatives is still one of tim¬ 
ing, as much as it is the loss of 
yet another MP from the 2010 
intake. 

When Mr Kelly was chosen 
as the Prospective Parliamenta¬ 
ry Candidate in 2007 there was 
the possibility of a snap election 
being called by the then relative- 
ly-new Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown. 

Labour’s decision not to go to 
the country until 2010 gave the 
Tory candidate a good few years 
to get himself known in the area, 
get to grips with local matters 
and build up support not just for 
the party, but personally. Now 
there are just eight months to go. 

If the Tories are to have any 
hope of a majority then they 
have to hold on to every single 
seat they won in 2010 and gain 
more. 

David Cameron cannot afford 
to lose Dudley South or let go of 
Cannock Chase, Halesowen and 
Rowley Regis, Stafford, Stour¬ 
bridge or Wolverhampton South 
West. 

Chris Kelly’s reasons for going 
are, he says, personal. Even so, 
there is a pattern the Conserva¬ 
tives have to address. 

As many as nine of the 2010 
intake - including Cannock 
Chase’s Aidan Burley - are 
throwing in the towel. Mr Bur¬ 
ley’s reasons are also of his 
own making. Had he not gone 
to a stag party where the groom 
wore a Nazi uniform, his career 
might not have been as brief. 

Being the incumbent MP usu¬ 
ally brings advantages if the 
candidate has a record in office 
they can stand by. The task for 
untested Labour candidates is 
now much easier than it was a 
few months ago. They will have 
been out on the streets, knock¬ 
ing doors for longer than the To¬ 
ries brought in to replace sitting 
MPs. 

The 2015 election will be 
fought on multiple fronts, with 
UKIP taking votes from all sides. 
It is hardly the ideal time for 
rookies. 

George Osborne is like a good 
house guest. When he turns up 
in the West Midlands he brings 
a present. 

A recent visit to the Black 
Country saw him promise fund¬ 
ing for the long-awaited new 
super hospital in Smethwick - 
something that had been drawn 
up under Labour but wasn’t de¬ 
livered. 

And when he went to Screwfix 
in Cannock he was the one who 
announced lots of new jobs on 
the way. It is a remarkable turna¬ 
round for a man who was booed 
at the Olympics because of his 
‘omnishambles’ budget to now 
be the one able to say to the 
electorate ‘we told you so’.

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Asbestos link with 
death of carpenter 

A FORMER carpenter died just two weeks after being 
diagnosed with an illness connected to working with as¬ 
bestos, an inquest heard. 

Leslie Cowley, 78, of Lightwoods Road, Stourbridge, 
died at New Cross Hospital, in Wolverhampton, with 
mesothelioma on May 11. 

Senior coroner for the Black Country Robin Balmain 
said a pathologist’s report found no asbestos fibres in 
his system but only a low level exposure to asbestos was 
enough to cause the disease. 

His wife Hazel told the inquest at Smethwick Coun¬ 
cil House that he had been a self-employed builder and 
carpenter. 

She said: “He never spoke to me about asbestos but 
he probably used it because he would take pieces out of 
old buildings.” 

His son Adrian, said: “It happened so quick. He went 
in for a heart operation and found this and in two weeks 
he was gone.” 

Mr Balmain recorded that Mr Cowley died from an 
industrial disease.

“Phil phoned up and said ‘I 
don’t think you realise what you 
have given me’,” said Mr Bubb. “’I 
said what?’, and he replied ‘all the 
watches you have been looking for 
over the years’. I was completely 
gobsmacked. The watches meant so 
much and I had been really upset 
they had gone.”

cord shop. 

Dudley-born Henry and writer 
Danny Robins worked together on 
four series of Rudy’s Rare Records 
on BBC Radio 4 and have finally, and 
triumphantly, turned the story into a 
joyous and exuberant play. It won a 
standing ovation at the Rep. 

The clash between father and son 
has long been a rich source for drama 
and comedy, think Steptoe & Son. De¬ 
spite the bickering, one feels the affec¬ 
tion from Lenny Henry’s divorcee son 
and failed actor Adam who has come 
home to look after his elderly dad 
Rudy and his chaotic vinyl emporium. 

However, their ongoing war of 
words allows the script to be peppered 
with dozens of choice one-liners. These 

include Rudy’s dismissal of golf as 
“cricket for people who can’t run” and 
Adam telling his father: “I’m not tak¬ 
ing parenting advice from a man who 
blu-tacked an ashtray onto my pram.” 

Lenny Henry is in full-on loveable 
mode as the sarcastic yet dutiful son, 
eyes rolling in exasperation as his fa¬ 
ther berates the developers who want 
to demolish his shop over their ‘genital 
friction’ (gentrification) of the area. 

Larrington Walker is superb as 
Rudy, the hip-swiveling pensioner 
with a liking for tall tales, buxom 


ladies, Guinness and some colour¬ 
ful Caribbean cussing. But he meets 
his match in old pal Clifton (Jeffery 
Kissoon, clearly relishing his role) 
and girlfriend laundrette boss Doreen 
(Lorna Gayle) who insists she is for 
more than “naughtiness and clean un¬ 
derpants.” Young actors Jovian Wade, 
as Rudy’s rapping grandson, and Na¬ 
tasha Godfrey, as Birmingham’s only 
Jamaican goth, give solid support. 

The poignant scene in which three 
generations join in singing A Change 
Is Gonna Come was pure magic — 


the other lump in the throat moment 
being when Clifton tells Rudy when 
he says son Adam has never liked him: 
“He doesn’t like you, he loves you.” 

The first act is a little long at 90 
minutes and the second is mostly given 
over to musical performances during a 
‘Rudestock’ reggae benefit concert for 
the shop. But if you have nostalgia for 
proper record shops and classic reggae 
tunes from the 1960s and 70s, Rudy’s 
message is for you.

Jason Bailey — his mother says more must be done to help addicts 


A GRIEVING mother has 
called for more to be done 
to help addicts who are leav¬ 
ing prison to make sure they 
don’t go back to drugs. 

Beverley Bailey was speaking at 
Smethwick Council House after 
the inquest into the death of her 
son, Jason, the day after he was 
released from prison. The 34-year- 
old died at his mother’s home in 
Hedgefield Grove, Halesowen, on 
June 4 after overdosing on heroin. 

Mrs Bailey said her son was released 
from prison following a 10-week stint 
for shop theft as having no fixed abode, 
and with around £100 he had earned 
from working while in prison. 

Concerns 

She said: “If a known heroin addict 
is released onto the streets with no¬ 
where to go and £100 in his pocket, it’s 
not rocket science to work out what 
he’s going to do with the money.” 

She said she wanted to make people 
aware of the lack of support given to 
drug addicts when they are released 
from prison, while Mr Robin Balmain, 
senior coroner for the Black Country, 
said he would write to the prison ser¬ 
vice to express his concerns. 

Mrs Bailey - a former prison officer 
- has written to her MP, James Morris, 
about her son’s case. She said: “If one 
good thing can come from this then it 
is that another family doesn’t have to 
go through what we have had to.” 

She told the inquest that she had 
been to visit her son a week before his 
release to tell him he was not allowed 
back to his parents’ house. However, 
when Mr Bailey was released on June 
3 he arrived at her house later that 
day, but she told him to go away. He 
came back half an hour later and was 
sobbing so she let him in. 

“I told him if he was going to live 


herehe was going to do as I say and 
he had to ask to do everything except 
flush the toilet,” she said. 

“We spent a wonderful afternoon in 
the garden. It was like we had our son 
back. He went to bed and I went up¬ 
stairs around about midnight and his 
door was wide open and his television 
was on. He never used to leave his door 
open so I thought he was finally being 
open with us.” 

She found him lying on the floor 
and called the ambulance. She said 
ambulance staff found her son with a 
syringe still in his leg. 


Mr Balmain said Mr Bailey had 579 
microgrammes of morphine, derived 
from heroin and methadone, per litre 
of blood. He recorded the cause of 
death as heroin and morphine toxicity. 

He added: “This is a tragedy that I 
am seeing all too often. I do take on 
board what this young man’s mother 
has told me about the situation on re¬ 
lease from prison, which seems to me 
to be a recipe for disaster. I have the 
authority to bring these matters to the 
attention of the relevant authorities 
and I propose to write to the prison 
service.”

mo locked up for roles 
in £l.7m tobacco racket 



TWO members of a gang be¬ 
hind a £1.7million cigarette 
and tobacco smuggling rack¬ 
et have been jailed. 

Alan Nesbeth, aged 53, was 
put behind bars for five years 
while 28-year-old Jian Ning Yang 
was locked up for two-and-a-half 
years. 

Some of the contraband was sent 
into the country through the post in 
packages and parcels from China and 
Korea disguised as tea, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard last week. 
The rest was driven into the UK by 
the lorry load, explained Miss Heidi 
Kubik, prosecuting. 

The racket was smashed by Reve¬ 
nue and Customs investigators who 
swooped to seize hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of illicit cigarettes and tons of 
rolling tobacco. 

Storage 

A huge haul, on which £1.6 million 
duty had been evaded, was recovered 
after the juggernaut, in which it had 
been concealed among a load of steel 
wool, arrived at the Alligator Self Stor¬ 
age unit in Portway Road, Wednes- 
bury, in May 2013. 

Fifteen months earlier another raid 
by officials on the Leavesley Contain¬ 
ers in Wellington Road, Dudley, had 
unearthed tobacco and cigarettes on 
which £131,000 duty had been dodged. 
That had been smuggled into the 
country as either freight or in postal 
packages of ‘tea.’ 

Yang played an important role in 
the latter, acting as a link between the 
UK and Chinese arms of the operation 
because he spoke good English. Inves¬ 
tigators had watched him transferring 
heavy boxes from the container to his 
car. His green BMW was then tailed 
to a house in Greenhill Road, Hand- 
sworth, where more boxes and bin 
liners packed with tobacco were found.

Delivery companies were also seen 
dropping off packages at the address 
from which 8,000 illicit cigarettes and 
tobacco were recovered. A £38,175 
cash stash was later discovered at his 
home in Linwood Road, Dudley. 

Surveillance teams saw packages 
of ‘tea’ being collected from Bilston 
post office by 53-year-old Nesbeth and 
Renna Graham. The former was also 
spotted selling tobacco in the street 
outside the post office in the summer 
of2012. 

Around 10,800 cigarettes were 
found in the boot of Yang’s car when 
it was stopped by investigators while 
both Nesbeth and 63-year-old Graham 
were travelling as passengers. 

Nesbeth, of Glyn Avenue, Moxley, 
was seen at the Alligator Self Storage 
in May the following year where sur¬ 
veillance filmed boxes being unloaded 
from the lorry to a container that had 
been rented by him under the guise of 
storing electrical goods.

Yang had been an important player 
in the smuggling through Leavesley 
Containers while Nesbeth was a ‘facil¬ 
itator’ in the operation both there and 
at the Alligator Self Storage yard, the 
court was told. 

Graham, of Bradley Lane, Bilston 
had been paid £15-a-time to receive 
packages sent by the gang from China 
and Korea. 

Conspiracy 

She and Nesbeth were both con¬ 
victed of conspiracy to evade excise 
duty through the fraudulent importa¬ 
tion of cigarettes and tobacco between 
July 2011 and January 2013 while 
Yang admitted the offence. 

Graham was given a 15 month 
prison sentence suspended under su¬ 
pervision for 18 months. 

Judge Michael Dudley told them: 
“This was a highly sophisticated smug¬ 
gling operation involving Chinese and 
Korean connections.”

College labs In 
a £1 m revamp 

MORE than £1 million has been spent re¬ 
vamping science labs at Stourbridge Col- 
lege.Work to upgrade the facilities took 
place during the summer break. 

It comes as work continues on a £5 mil¬ 
lion scheme to create a new reception area 
and health and social care centre. It is ex¬ 
pected to be completed by February. 

Ben Grimley, assistant director for sci¬ 
ence, said: “We are all really excited by the 
prospect of moving the faculty into new 
purpose-built laboratories as part of the 
multi-million pound refurbishment of the 
Hagley Road site. This will now enable the 
college to deliver A-level physics alongside 
its other A-level sciences with A-level biol¬ 
ogy being one of the subjects achieving 100 
per cent pass rates this summer. 

“The new facilities will also enable more 
science courses to be offered to part-time 
students and adult learners as well as offer¬ 
ing bright, engaging and innovative learn¬ 
ing spaces for 16-19 year olds.” 


Jail for builder who made 
'hollow promise' over deal 


A FRAUDSTER who promised to pay 
his victims after making a deal with 
Nigerian president Goodluck Jona¬ 
than has been jailed for two years. 

Builder Mark Ware continued to trade for four 
months after his business encountered financial 
trouble in January 2010, leaving homeowners in 
the Stourbridge area thousands of pounds out of 
pocket. Ware took deposits from customers for 
work that was never finished and failed to pay 
suppliers, carpenters and plumbers. 

Ware, of Sutton Coldfield, pleaded guilty to 
three charges of VAT fraud and two of fraudu¬ 
lent trading earlier this year. He was due to be 
sentenced in June, and then in July, but the case 
was adjourned as the court heard that Ware was 


involved in a multi-million pound deal with the 
Nigerian president Goodluck Jonathan. 

It was said the deal would have earned Ware 
£2 million in bonuses which he could have used 
to pay off the debt. He was sent to prison after 
Birmingham Crown Court heard last week that 
the deal had not been completed. 

Judge Mary Stacey said the builder had been 
‘utterly reckless’. She told him: “You have 
swung us along for many months with the hope 
and expectation of being put into funds so that 
people could be paid back. It turned out to be a 
hollow promise.” 

Prosecutor Nicholas Cole told the court Ware 
launched four firms and took on building con¬ 
tracts in 2006. He could no longer pay his debts 
by January 2010 but continued trading for four 


months. Householders lost a total of £157,995. 

Martin Butterworth, defending, said Ware ac¬ 
cepted liabilities of up to £100,000. He added: 
“This whole venture was misconceived, that is, 
moving into an industry of which he had no ex¬ 
perience.” 

One of the victims, David Jerrom, of Oldswin- 
ford, said a number of Ware’s victims had come 
together to bring him to court with the help of 
Stourbridge MP Margot James, Bromsgrove MP 
Sajid Javid and a group called Scam Busters. 

Another victim, Peter Mitchelson, from Hag- 
ley, said: “This shouldn’t have taken four years 
to crawl through the justice system. If someone 
had walked into Oldswinford Post Office and sto¬ 
len £160,000 they would get five years in prison, 
and that’s what Ware should have got.” 


Lower speed 
on busy road 

A NEW speed limit was due to come into 
force on a busy dual carriageway in Quar¬ 
ry Bank this week 

The plans for Thorns Road - where a 
man died last year after being hit by a 
lorry - follow calls to make the road safer. 

Signs showing the reduction from 
40mph to 30mph should be going up this 
week. The new speed limit will cover all of 
Thorns Road, as well as parts of Pedmore 
Road. 

Thorns Primary School, Stevens Park, 
Lye Railway Station are situated along 
the road, where 26-year-old Sartaj Aziz 
was hit by a lorry ast year. 

Transport boss Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed said: “The new limit will come into 
force when the revised signs are in place. 
This work is about making the area much 
safer for pedestrians, especially children 
and parents walking to and from school.”

Fixer sent to prison after renting 
Black Country houses for drug gang 


A MAN who rented houses so a drug gang could 
turn them into cannabis factories, has been 
jailed. 

Mazhar Pathan used a false name, forged documents and 
cash provided by the gang when dealing with landlords, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. Houses involved in the racket 
included properties at Church Street, Halesowen and Dudley 
Road, Warley, as well as premises in Wolverhampton and Derby. 

Pathan, of Bescot Road, Walsall, who had no previous con¬ 
victions, pleaded guilty to being concerned in the production of 
cannabis and money laundering . He was jailed for two years 
and eight months. 

Mr Mark Phillips, prosecuting, revealed: “The production at 


the four properties involved the growing of up to 800 plants with 
a potential crop of 44 kilograms of skunk cannabis.” 

The 28-year-old ‘fixer,’ using the name Mohammed Ali, paid 
five months of the £500-a-month rent in advance on the Heath 
Town address in August 2012. Police found it had been con¬ 
verted into a drug factory with 21 heat lamps and 70 plants 
when it was raided. 

The defendant forked out £1,100 cash in May 2013 to rent the 
property in Halesowen which had 152 plants under cultivation 
in three rooms when officers swooped three months later. A Vi¬ 
etnamese ‘gardener’ tending the crop was jailed for 18 months. 

The slip that cost Pathan his liberty involved the premises in 
Warley which had been transformed into a 312-plant cannabis 


factory. When an attempt was made to break into the property

Mr Jasvir Mann, defending, said Pathan had been in need 
of cash having taken out a loan to build an extension at his 
home but then was made redundant. Mr Mann, added: “He 
found himself in a fix and acted wholly out of character. The 
offence was financially driven. He was being paid up to £3,000 
to rent the property but had nothing to do with the growing of 
the cannabis.” 

Recorder Geoffrey Kelly told him: “You had a crucial role. 
The criminal enterprise could not have operated without the 
properties provided by you.”

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£26m NIA revamp nearly complete 



Birmingham’s NIA has been undergoing a major revamp and is due for its grand reopening in December 


THESE pictures show the shimmer¬ 
ing glass fagade taking shape as the 
£26 million redevelopment of the Na¬ 
tional Indoor Arena in Birmingham 
draws to a close. 

Work is progressing ahead of sched¬ 
ule in preparation for the grand open¬ 
ing of the new centre in December. 

The NIA has hosted some of the 
world’s biggest names but is currently 
closed as the revamp nears completion. 

The stylish double glazed frontage, 


which is set to become an iconic image 
in Birmingham, is now almost com¬ 
plete while the three sky needles are 
yet to be fitted to the top of the arena. 
Once complete, the needles will be vis¬ 
ible from across the city. 

The glass frontage encompasses 
three mezzanine levels, divided by 
huge copper-plated ‘fins’. 

Becky Humphries, spokeswoman for 
NIA, said: “The NIA redevelopment 
is making great progress. The £26m 


redevelopment is transforming the 
arena so we can continue to attract 
national and international events to 
Birmingham, and give the one million 
plus visitors we draw each year the 
best possible customer experience.” 

As part of the revamp it will no 
longer be called the NIA, with naming 
rights sold to Barclaycard to help to 
fund the project. An official name is 
yet to be decided. The capacity will be 
increased from 14,150 to 15,992. 


Police are hunting man 
over link to robberies 


POLICE are hunting a man wanted in con¬ 
nection with 12 armed robberies across the 
Black Country. 

Marcus Marcel Shaquel Morgan is suspected of taking 
part in raids on supermarkets and shops in in the Sandwell 
and Dudley boroughs in April and May. 

In one robbery, at Staples, in Tildasley Street, West Bro¬ 
mwich, on April 11, police believe he stormed the store with 
three other men armed with weapons and threatened staff 
for cash. 

Subway 

Officers also want to question him over two robberies at 
Farm Foods store in Cape Hill Retail Centre on May 8 and 
22. He is suspected of taking part in robberies at a Farm 
Foods store in Tipton on April 27, and at Towsure Products 
Ltd in Long Lane, Halesowen and Subway, in Parsonage 
Street in West Bromwich, both on May 2. 

He also faces questions over a raid on a Post Office in 
Londonderry Road , Oldbury on May 7, at Homezone, in 
Anderson Road, Bearwood on May 8 and at PC World, in 
Axletree Way, Wednesbury on May 28. 

Police believe he may also have taken part in raids on 
ASDA stores in Daisy Street in Coseley, Saltwells Road in 
Netherton and in High Street in Dudley over a two-week 
period in May. 

Morgan is described as black with short dreadlocks and 
is around 5ft 7 inches tall. 

Detective Constable Derek Cole said: “As part of our in¬ 
vestigations three men have been arrested in connection 
with the robberies and remain on remand. 

“We now need to trace Morgan, who we believe could still 
be in the Black Country, and we are urging people to call us 
with information of his whereabouts.” 

Anyone with information is urged to contact the police 
by calling 101.

New car buyers are moving 
back towards petrol engines 
after years of diesel domina¬ 
tion, if Ford’s latest sales fig¬ 
ures are any guide. 

The company has revealed that 
its multi-award-winning 1.0-litre 
Ecoboost turbocharged petrol 
engine now powers one in every 
five cars sold in Europe, totalling 
120,000 vehicles from January to 
the end of June.
